Editor Journal: Having noticed In 


the evening Gazette that the editor 
of that paper has had. a talk with one

Company, and learned from him that 
the iron bridge across the Truckee at 
Reno is "not safe foi a single day," 
and that is had "outlived Ita useful- 
ness," etc., I beg to say that it is the 
first time I have ever known of a 
Southern Pacific official 
giving 
out 


gratuitous Information; they usually 
require cash money for their opin- 
ions. 


As an expert bridge builder, and hav- 


ing had charge of this bridge for sev- 
eral years; I give It as my opinion that 
in so far as the Iron work of this 
bridge is concerned, it is absolutely 
safe for several years yet. To be sure 
the bridge has somewhat more "lat- 
eral motion" than formerly; this. Is 
because the floor or bottom of the 
bridge which is made of wood, has 
become worn; and by putting in a new 
floor or bottom this lateral motion 
would disappear. 


So far as a stone pier doing the 


bridge any good, the idea is prepos- 
terlous. 
No suspension bridge can 


be strengthened 
In that 
manner. 


"They are not built that way." The 
frame of this bridsre Is as *?ood as it 
ever was; and only needs new wood 
work and perhaps a few new bolts to 
make it perfectly safe for all reason- 
able loads.

It should be the aim of e\er\ branch of our 


national and State governments to furnish the least 
possible amount of such fuel, without which the 
fires of the uuhoh shrine would soon slumber out 
with nothing left except the cold ashes of unright- 
eousness to remind the few remaining worshippers 
of the cause which Satan himself had abandoned as 
too great an undertaking for his infernal powers.
